who counted not upon the day of reckoning, : 
had charged to the. bankers and elevator men re- j 
sponsibilily for all the ills that had beset him. j 
And so. when the Nonpartisans failed lo save I 
the farmer from the economic, consequences of . 
crop failures and war, Ihe farmer found .him- 
', 


self possessed by a new discontent which, natur- 
ally, was directed al the government which had 
promised him so much. 
He saw his taxes 


mount, and his wheat go down. 
He. saw Ihe 


promised ample bank credit fail him. 
Me had 


elected omnipotence to office, and il had proved 
incompetent. Neither thai Ihe taxes may have 
been in part justified, nor that the league was not 
responsible either for the war depression or for 
poor crops, made any difference. He bad been 
promised Ihe impossible, and failing to get il. 
he turned upon the miprofitMble servant and cost 
him into outer darkness. 
He did this just as, 


when sooner or later '''hard times" come again, ' 
he will turn upon the. new government and send 
it on its way. 
The lesson is that most of man's 


welfare is in bis own hands, and that govern- 
ment can do no more Ihnn lo make bard times 
a trifle easier and good times a little better.
